Doesn’t-fly zone 


President Bush fails to make his case 


GIVEN WHAT IS AT STAKE, ONE 
would have thought that the 
administration would have made 
a stronger case for going to war 
than President George W. Bush 
did on Monday evening. 

The weakness of the administra- 
tion’s position is apparent in its 
insistence of repeating stories of 
Iraqi atrocities from more than 10 
to 20 years ago, such as its sup- 
port for international terrorist 
groups like Abu Nidal and its use 
of chemical weapons. It was dur- 
ing this period when the United 
States was quietly supporting the 
Iraqi regime, covering up reports 
of its use of chemical weapons 
and even providing intelligence 
for Iraqi forces that used such 
weapons against Iranian troops. 
Though the 1980s marked the 
peak of Iraq’s support for terrorist 
groups, the U.S. government actu- 
ally dropped Iraq from its list of 
states sponsoring terrorism 
because of its own ties to the Iraqi 
war effort. 

Two decades later, in its annual 
report, Patterns of Global Terrorism, 
the State Department presented 
no evidence of any current Iraqi 
support for terrorist groups, only 
the granting of sanctuary to some 
aging leaders of dormant groups. 

The president's speech again 
presented no evidence that the 
decidedly secular Baath regime of 
Saddam Hussein and the Islamist 
al-Qaeda had overcome their 
longstanding hostility toward one

another. The only charge that 
appears to have any credibility is 
that of al-Qaeda operatives from 
Afghanistan being seen inside 
Iraq, yet all of these sightings have 
taken place in Kurdish areas in the 
north that are beyond Baghdad’s 
control.

Accusations of Iraqi possession 
of ballistic missiles are similarly 
outdated: According to a 1998 
report by the UN Special 
Commission on Iraq (UNSCOM), 
817 of Iraq’s 819 Soviet-built bal- 
listic missiles have been accounted 
for and destroyed. Iraq may pos- 
sess up to a couple of dozen 
homemade versions, but none of 
these have been tested and it is 
questionable whether they have 
any functional launchers. 

One of the few new threats 
mentioned in the president's 
speech is the alleged development 
by Iraq of unmanned aerial vehi- 
cles capable of distributing chemi- 
cal or biological agents over a 
wide area. However, given that 
virtually all of Iraq’s neighbors 
have sophisticated anti-aircraft 
defenses, and that the U.S. Air 
Force rules the skies in that part of 
the world, such slow-moving 
UAVS would likely be shot down 
before they even left Iraqi air 
space. 


DESIGNED TO FAIL 


President Bush’s demands for a 
new Security Council resolution 
on Iraqi disarmament is a classic 
case of moving the goalposts, The 
U.S. had supported the terms that 
were spelled out in previous reso- 
lutions, but as soon as Iraq accept- 
ed them, the administration sud-_ 
denly demanded this new resolu- 
tion that would usurp them.

the right for U.S. officials to 
accompany the UN inspectors 
(who Iraq presumes would be 
spying), allowing the use of force 
for alleged noncompliance with- 
out first seeking UNSC approval, 
scrapping previously agreed-upon 
protocols, and demanding that 
simple reporting errors from the 
Iraqi side are legitimate grounds 
for war — that seem designed to 
simply give a legal cover for a U.S. 
invasion. 

Claiming that the UN’s credibil- 
ity is at stake if it does not back up 
its resolutions requiring Iraqi dis- 
armament is similarly disingenu- 
ous. There are well over 90 UN 
Security Council resolutions that 
are currently being violated by 
countries other than Iraq. The vast 
majority of these resolutions are 
being violated by countries that 
receive U.S. military, economic 
and diplomatic support, such as 
Turkey, Indonesia and Israel. 
Indeed, the U.S. has effectively 
blocked the UN Security Council 
from enforcing many of these res- 
olutions. 

Perhaps the most misleading 
statement in the president's 
address was that the United States 
“has never permitted the brutal 
and lawless to set history's 
course.” Had this been the case, 
successive Republican and 
Democratic administrations 
would have never supported the 
Indonesian dictator Suharto for 
over three decades, as he presided 
over the massacre of half a million 
of his own people and invaded 
the tiny nation of East Timor, 
resulting in the deaths of an addi- 
tional 200,000 civilians. Nor 
would the United States have sup- 
ported governments like Turkey, 
Israel and Morocco, which have 
also invaded neighboring coun- 
tries at the cost of thousands of 
civilian lives. 


SANCTIONING 
PERPETUAL WAR 


Despite President Bush’s asser- 
tion to the contrary, nobody 
believes that Saddam should be 
trusted. Yet renewed UN inspec- 
tions combined with satellite and 
aerial surveillance, ongoing mili- 
tary:sanctions and more, makes it 
very unlikely that the Iraq regime 
could proceed with the develop- 
ment of weapons of mass destruc- 
tion. Claims that the threat from 
Iraq is “far more clearly defined” 
than al-Qaeda prior to last Sept. 
11, 2001, are totally false. Al- 
Qaeda was quite explicit that it 
was targeting the United States. 
The yams of that threat was 
clear, such as the embassy bomb- 
ings in Kenya and Tanzania and 
the attack on the USS Cole. Iraq 
has never claimed it was targeting 
the U.S. Indeed, outside of the 
Gulf War in 1991 and the attack 
on the USS Stark more than 15 
years ago (which the U.S. claimed 
was accidental). 

There are any number of 
regimes in the world today — 
China, Russia, North Korea and 
Iran, among others — that one can 
think of worst-case scenarios simi- 
lar to or worse than those being 
brought forward regarding Iraq.

they didn’t

— and we're 
going to save 
more than a bil- 
lion dollars a year 
if we meet Kyoto, 
just in health. This is a 
number, 450,000, that is 

so grotesquely skewed that 
it’s meaningless.” 

Behind his big glasses, Suzuki 
says numbers can only go so far. But 
he has his own spin nonetheless. “My 
foundation chartered a company to do 
an analysis and they came out with 
55,000 jobs created — net. Let’s put it 
into perspective. At the time these 
jobs — and there will be jobs lost, 
there’s no doubt about that — the 
government is going to be creating a far 
larger number. Nobody is going to expect 
Alberta to carry the brunt of the cost.” 

In Suzuki‘s utopia, there will be changes, 
of course. “One of the things that is going to 
have to be done is to start charging the con- 
sumer more for gasoline. We've got to start 
having people look in the mirror and say, 
‘What kind of a car am I driving?’ I meet 
people who say, ‘I care passionately about 
the environment,’ and then jump into their 
SUV. And I just run over, I say, ‘Wait a 
minute now, hayen’t you put it together?’ 
One of things people are going to have to 
do is start paying more for gas. 

“And some of that extra price is going to

Alberta Labour Relations Board] 


are unable to impose any sanc- 
tions — the law is completely 
toothless when it comes to

a couple summers ago, when 
some of the licensed practical 


nurses of Alberta went out on an 
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illegal strike, the Nurse’s union 
was hit with huge fines. You have 
a labour law in Alberta that lets 
employers off scot-free and comes 
down like a ton of bricks on work- 
er’s unions.” 

Kitchen and banquet workers at 
the Shaw Conference centre are 
demanding seniority rights and 
mandatory union dues for new 
employees. But their employer, 
Economic Development 
Edmonton (EDE), an arm’s-length 
department of the city, think the 
demands will make them uncom- 
petitive. 

The Alberta Labour Relations 
Board condemned the EDE’s han- 
dling of the negotiations for being 
“tailor-made for rejection” and for 
having “forced the union into the 
strike.” And much to the annoy- 
ance of some city councillors, EDE 
has spent $2 million in unbudget- 
ed tax dollars in legal fees and 
security costs during the four- 
month dispute. 

“With the money they spent, 
they could have looked after the 
collective agreement for the next 
20 years,” says Les Steel, president 
of the Alberta Federation of 
Labour. Besides, he says, “The 
things the workers are asking for 
aren't really monetary issues. 
They want clauses where they can 
deal with sexual harassment,— 
clauses where they can deal with 
racial discrimination — these are 
basic human rights.” 

EDE spokesperson Kenn Bur 
defends the costs. “We have an 


obligation to protect the long-term 
viability of the Conference Centre. 
Every dollar that we're obligated 
to spend now will save multiple 
tax dollars annually.” 

Bur says the union doesn’t have 
the workers’ support and that 
union leaders intimidated strikers 
into voting for the strike in the 
first place. 

And as for Brian Mason? 

“Regretfully Mr. Mason's com- 
ments are uninformed — and 
uninvited.” 

Last week other unions, includ- 
ing the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association and the United 
Nurses of Alberta, started a boy- 
cott of the Conference centre in 
solidarity with the striking work- 
ers. City Council has sent a letter 
to the EDE asking them to begin 
binding arbitration and will 
decide further action at a special 
council meeting on October 18. 

Robyn Keist, spokesperson for 
Alberta’s Human Resources and 
Employment, says the written rec- 
ommendations will be received 
from unions and employers, but 
that the scope of the labour code 
review, if any, is at the discretion 
of a board of Tory MLAs. The 
code hasn’t been reviewed since 
1988. 

“1 think of myself as an opti- 
mistic person,” says Mason, “but 
I've been disappointed many 
times by our Alberta govern- 
ment.”

ARE ALL VOTES CREATED EQUAL? 
Not necessarily. 

When the Alberta Electoral 
Boundaries Commission (AEBC) 
released its interim report on 
redrawing provincial ridings, 
local reaction centered around the 
recommendation that Edmonton 
should lose a seat. The review 
aims to compensate for popula- 
tion changes so that the number of 
people in each riding would be 
closer to the average of 35, 951. 

Part of the proposal called for 
the Calgary area to receive three 
new seats to relieve overcrowd- 
ing, while Edmonton would lose 
one MLA. Civic leaders were con- 
cerned that this could leave the 
city underrepresented in govern- 
ment, particularly if Edmonton 
continues to lead the nation in 
economic and population growth. 
Lost in the shuffle was the fact 
that despite the changes to make 
each riding similar in size, voting 
power is still distributed 
inequitably. The real story isn’t 
how Edmonton lost seats to 
Calgary, but how both cities con- 
tinue to lose out to rural riding: 

Most ridings are now much 
closer to the provincial average 
than before they were redrawn. 
However, within those averages 
are wildly different population 
counts that give “equality” a bad 
name. Most rural ridings are 
below the provincial average,

Ex-Talking Head gives Susana Baca a voice 


SUSANA BACA

“CANADIAN AUDIENCES ARE SO 
rich,” says Susana Baca through 
our translator, “in the sense that 
they seem such careful listeners.” 
Likewise in her homeland of Peru, 
Baca’s music appeals to a more 
cultured crowd. Although people 
recognize her on the street and her 
concerts are packed, the main- 
stream Peruvian media only took 
serious interest following acclaim 
from New York and London, such 
as when she won a Latin 
Grammy. 

“I always sang what I wanted to 
sing, and the [local] record com- 
panies didn’t pay any attention. 
They said, ‘she’s just singing poet- 
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ry, she’s not commercial.’ But I 
wasn’t going to change my style; 
‘If only four people listen to me, 
that’s the way it will be.’ Then, all 
of a sudden, Luaka Bop [her 
record label, founded by David 
Byrne] comes along and says, ‘as 
long as you are doing it well, you 
can sing poetry. In fact, Afro- 
Peruvian poetry is just what we 
want to hear.’” 

Indeed, the road to concert halls 
throughout the world has been 
long for Baca. She was born in the 
seaside town of Chorillos, 
descended from Native Indians 
and African slaves, from farmers 
and fishermen. “As a child, it 
wasn’t so bad to be poor,” she 
chuckles warmly. She formed her 
musical instincts early, through 
informal family jams every 


t all ticketmasterca «

Sunday, during communal fishing 
trips and sweet potato harvests. 
Her mother sold her sewing 
machine so that Susana could go 
to university, where'she finished 
her teacher training through 
scholarships. There, she began to 
indulge her fascination with the 
history of Afro-Peruvian music, 
interviewing musicians, going to 
their parties, and listening long 
into the night. “But at that time, in 
the ‘70s, American rock had a 
strong influence in Peru, and it 
influenced me, too. I can’t identify 
myself as a ‘traditionalist’.” 

By 1982, Baca had become a full- 
time musician. But it was work 
with David Byrne that projected 
her onto the world scene. “David 
Byrne is my friend. Working with 
him has been a very pleasant 
experience. He knows a lot, has a 
lot of experience, and has given 
wonderful advice—on how to be a 
professional and how to be an 
artist. In Peru, there are no artists, 
of that scale, who you could turn 


to for advice. David brought me to 
that next level.” 

Eco de Sombras, Baca’s penulti- 
mate 2000 release, was recorded 
by producer Craig Street at her 
home in Peru and reflects remark- 
ably her multifarious influences. 
“We lived together, I cooked for 
everyone, and when we were fin- 
ished Craig brought the tapes 
back to New York.” There, over- 
dubs were done by renowned 
New York studio masters like 
Marc Ribot, Greg Cohen, and John 
Medeski. Quite differently, Baca’s 
latest recording was all done live, 
in a large New York studio, where 
all the musicians could look, feel, 
and interact intimately together. 

By coincidence, they began 
recording last year on September 
11. “It was a time of greatest pain 
for those American musicians. But 
we agreed to shut ourselves in, 
and did not yet know many 
details of what had happened. We 
didn’t talk much. But we played 
and played and played, using the

But Diallo’s music remains rooted in Africa

BORN IN GUINEA AND SETTLED 
in the Netherlands for a spell, gui- 
tarist/singer Alpha Yaya Diallo 
felt the need for a change. After a 
tour of Canada with Realworld 
supergroup Fatala, Diallo picked 
up stakes and settled down in 
Vancouver, where he’s carved out 
a nice little pocket of fans appre- 
ciative of his unstoppably dance- 
able music. It just made sense, 
explains the guitarist over the 
phone from Kingston, where he’s 
in the middle of a nationwide tour 
that will see him appearing in St. 
Albert this Thursday. 

“T spend more time on my tour 
in Canada than in other countries. 
I spend a lot of time in Vancouver 
and playing Nanaimo and 
Victoria. I think the world is 
changing and being in Canada 
might start something. This is a 
lovely country and I saw a lot of 
opportunity for African music 
here. I think that people love 
African music but do not have a 
lot of access to it all the time, 
because it’s not easy to travel 
across Canada or to even come 





WHEN BOB'MARLEY CALLED FOR A 
“Punky Reggae Party” the music 
world responded in droves. From 
ska revivals to the esoteric punk dub 
that turned up everywhere from Pil, 
to Fugazi and all the way to presen- 
day pop, rock and roll and the glob- 
al-a-go-go have been inseparable.

here. To go to England or France, 
it’s only five or six hours to fly 
from Africa.” 

Most African musicians tend to 
gravitate to France, where there is 
strong community support and a 
thriving world music scene, but 
Diallo was after more than just 
that. “There's a lot of Africans 
there, but that’s because France 
colonized more than ten different 
countries in Africa, the West 
African countries,” he explains. 
“People go to France because of 
the language. The difference with 
me is that I wanted to learn some- 
thing different. 1 wanted to go toa 
country to have an opportunity to 
speak what I’m speaking now, to 
speak English.” 

World music musicians some- 
times appear to be ina headlong 
rush to incorporate as many dif- 
ferent sounds as possible into 
their own. This can make for inno- 
vative, exciting music, or it can 
take all the worst elements from 
ethnic traditions and grind them 
into that horrifying fusion soup 
that is inescapable in some restau- 
rants and coffee shops. You can 
hear more than a little jazz in 
Diallo’s guitar, a verve and a play- 
fulness that suggests Diallo could 





Chao first exploded into the con- 
sciousness of fans pretty much 
everywhere, except N. America, with 
Mano Negra. Through them, he led 
the charge of a dizzying blend of 
dub, hip-hop, punk, electronica and 
traditional folk sounds (sung in 
English, Spanish, French and Arabic 
no less). For the last few years he’s 
been doing the solo thing; same spir-

stretch his sound over just about 
anything, but the guitarist strives 
to be as meticulously traditional 
as possible in his own songwrit- 
ing.

GRITS, GUITARS, WHISKY & ‘SHINE, 
bad teeth, rusty junkers, inbreed- 
ing, sexual debauchery, loudness, 
nakedness, drunkenness, unclean- 
liness, that Old-Time religion... 
every southern-fried cliché and 
hillbilly /swamp-rock gimmick 
crammed forcefully into a hard- 
partying rock orchestra of logisti- 
cally (as well as electrically and 
sonically) ridiculous proportions. 
That’s White Cowbell Oklahoma. 

Caught on the famously cell- 
phone-friendly mountain high- 
way between Calgary and Banff, 
just one more grueling leg of the 
old ‘round Canada loop, guitar 
god Hollis Wayne Gentry IV 
works hard to give curious 
Edmonites an idea of the Cowbell 
experience: 

“We're a sort of hybrid, I guess: 
a three-headed animal with enor- 
mous genitals, sometimes with tit- 
ties; usually with large amounts of 
ammunition.” 

Besides boozing and firearms 
regulations, White Cowbell 
Oklahoma is infamous for the 
sheer size of the band, which often 
exceeds the size of the audience. 
Hell, the-bio page of the Cowbell 
website (whitecowbell.com) has 
30 entries. The road unit, howev- 
er, numbers only ten, give or take. 

“We started out with about 17,” 
Hollis says after a brief hallucina- 
tion in which the snowcaps of the 
Rockies were actually huge drifts 
of cocaine. “But we lost a bunch of 
people on the way. We get up real 
early, real hung over, and we just 
forget about ‘em until we're on 
the road again.” 

That attrition hopefully hasn’t 
gimped the Cowbell’s signature 
move — the insane multi-guitar 
attack. Then again, it surely hasn't 
helped Hollis’s math skills. 

“Everybody in the band can 
play guitar,” Hollis explains. 
“When you look at it that way, we 
have nine guitar players. But we

“If you're 
some kind of a candy-ass, or if 
you’re one of those people who 
like Britney Spears, I’ll warn you 
that we offer down-home rock & 
roll for the pure of heart and soul. 
And, you know, we just like peo- 
ple who like to take all their 
clothes off and have a good time. 
We're all about the love, you see? 

“Additionally, if you're a lady, 
you should have sex with every 
member of the band. I guess 
that'd be kind of a corollary mes- 
sage.”

“GO AHEAD, SPIT ON ME, THROW

Stroud. He says the band, which 
also includes singer / guitarist 
Clint Baker, bassist Mark Johnson, 
and drummer Dave Keel, are 
ready for whatever an opening 
slot for the raunchy So-Cal band 
brings. 

“Even Guttermouth fans talk 
trash to Guttermouth. They’re 
gonna crucify us,” he laughs, say- 
ing the Kids have taken their 
share of flack from scenesters who 
cry about the cred of the Austin, 
Texas group’s popped-up punk 
sound and place on a major label 
roster. 

He believes the most important 
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thing the group has learned since 
forming in '98 is to forget about 
the “micro-politics” of a particular 
scerie and concentrate on getting 
heard so the right audience can 
discover you 

“We don’t try to say we're punk 
rock under the guise of radio pro- 
motion. We fit in where we can 
get in.” 

Stroud points out that the band 
signed to Sony after meeting with 
réjection from every smaller inde- 
pendent label they could think of 
approaching. He says only one 
label would even return their 
phone calls, and some, like 
Fearless Records out of California, 
said they simply weren't signing 
any more bands from Texas. At 
one point the band even told some 
companies they'd pay to press the 
discs themselves if the label

TAKING PUNK ROCK ANARCHY 
to heart, Mark Adkins, singer for 
So-Cal band Guttermouth, says 
and does pretty much whatever 
he wants, even if it means getting 
naked, hated, rejected, arrested, or 
deported. 

Adkins antics put Saskatchewan 
on the punk-rock map in 1998 


when residents of what he ee 


describes as the “bible belt” of 
Canada were shocked by his stage 
show. 

“The incident was as follows... 
[pause] oh, I was guilty,” he 
admits before giving up the play- 
by-play. “What I would do is grab 
two young girls out of the audi- 
ence and I would have them hold 
up this sheet in front of me, and 
Jamie, the drummer at the time, 
would say this magical incanta- 
tion, if you will, and I would be 
standing there stark naked.” 

Before you can say “penal code” 
a group of cops and angry parents 
descended upon the venue. In 
what Adkins calls a “witch hunt,” 
they scoured the venue with a 
promo photo until finding him 
and dragging him off to jail where 
he would spend five days sleep- 
ing on the floor in the dead of 
winter. 





«THUGGERY, MISANTHROPY AND 
downright nastiness are nothing 
new in punk rock, of course. And, 
although several examples could be 
cited as direct ancestors to the likes 
of Guttermouth, none warrant a dig 
through the flea-market vaults more 
than Fear’s 1982 release The Record 
(Restless, also available on-line). 
Formed during the often violent, 
original L.A. hardcore scene (circa 
'7), Fear stood out of the pack not 

so much because of their shock tac- 

tics (a favourite of John Belushi’s, 


However, he says in a “round- 
about way” the surge in album 
and tickets sales from all the press 
was sort of worth it, even though 
at the time, the Great White 
Hammer of Northern Justice 
scared the pants off him, so to 
speak. 

“T think it was basically just 
indecent exposure, or something 
like that, but I also had a drunk 
driving [charge] at the time, so I 
was also not allowed in your 
country. You know how hard you 
guys can get on drunk drivers for 
immigration purposes, so | was 
sneaking in as a tourist. So, as 
soon as I got released from jail for 
the indecent exposure charge, I 
was immediately re-arrested for 
immigration charges and those 
can be pretty severe,” he laughs. 

Although at first he promised 
never to return to the province, 
Adkins says he’s looking forward 
to ending the exile (they have an 
upcoming show in Regina), but he 
won't be getting nude this time 
and the band definitely won't be 
adding a stop in Saskatoon. 

“1 vowed never to go back,” he 
states. “I thought this place is 
insane, these people must be total- 
ly insane for this to get so out of 
control that you would be escort- 
ed to the plane in handcuffs and 
have to leave the country... 
ple’s heads should be checked 
out.” 

A popular opinion, even among

mock-blues shout out of “Beef 
Bologna” — “MAAAH BAAAY- 
BEE”S A LOWDOWN SKANK-A- 
DOO” — can still peel paint with 
the best of ‘em. 

But, it’ not just the music we're 
concerned with here, it’s the bad atti- 
tude, of which there is plenty: “I 





punks, is that the lads in 
Guttermouth should have their 
heads checked out. A message 
posted on an unofficial fansite 
sums up the sentiment: 
“Guttermouth is a bunch of sexist 
homophobe assholes who 
couldn’t make priginal music if 
they fuckin’ tried. Just tell me fel- 
las, which one of you WASN'T on 
the football team in high school?” 

The hatred is in response to 
lyrics like “stupid faggot” and 
“cum-guzzling fruitcake” (“Do 
the Hustle”) and “most girls I 
know are so lame... nothing 
between the ears” (“Just a Fuck”). 
Adkins defends the words, claim- 
ing they’re wrongly received. He 
cites “faggot” as an example: “For 
me it’s just a sarcastic word. It’s 
not a derogatory term towards 
any group of people at all. It’s a 
term we've used loosely since we 
were little kids in the sixth grade, 
all the way up to now before the 
other version of the word was 
even invented. I’m not using it in 
a negative way, well it’s negative, 
I guess, like calling someone an 
asshole, but it’s not what you 
think.” 

The folks at’Fat Wreck Chords 
disagree. Adkins says when 
owner Fat Mike wanted to sign 
Guttermouth after the band’s 
unfriendly split from Nitro 
Records, his employees said no. 
Epitaph snapped them up instead, 
and put them out on tour as 
“Epitaph’s most hated band.” The 
new album, Gusto, is the second 
release for the label. 

He says the title embodies the 
spirit of the record. “On this one 
we really went out by doing stuff 
from country tonew wave to typi- 
cal pop-punk to standard 
Guttermouth stuff.” 

“Why limit yourself to one 
genre of music? I compare it to 
being a vegetarian or whatever. 
Why eat rabbit food when there’s 
a whole other menu out there?” 

After 13 years of controversy 
and shit-disturbing, it’s surprising 
Guttermouth is even still around. 
Adkins attributes their longevity 
to not caring what others think, 
thereby keeping it “fresh.” 

“We go up there and we do 
what we want. It’s fun. It’s funny. 
Some people get it and some peo- 
ple don't. 

“We're not there to kiss your ass 
and beg you to like us. We're 
there to put on a show that we 
like to do.”

YOU COULD NEVER TELL WITH 
that Beck guy. Happily charging 
around in the confusion of the 
mid-'90s, Beck exemplified a kind 
of grad student idea of the perfect 
rock star, one moment toying with 
samplers and turntables, the next 
donning a white suit and perfect- 
ing a strange Al Green croak; 
refusing to fulfill commercial 
expectations, but also exempl 

ing that era’s particular indie 
inclination towards irony and 
obtuseness. There never has been 
much in the way of emotional 
involvement in Beck’s music, 
which is strange for someone who 


grew up with a seemingly ency- 
clopedic knowledge of the delta 
blues. That doesn’t negate the 
man’s talent, or for that matter the 
remarkably broad stretch of music 
he’s had a hand in recording; not 
everybody has a dark night of the 
soul to write about, and ma 
Beck’s case it should never have 
been expected. But on his newest 
album, when the lines “Let the 
desert wind cool your aching 
head /let the weight of the world 
drift away ead,” appear in the 
opening track, “The Golden Age,” 
you begin to worry about the guy. 
Like the title indicates, he’ 
changed course again, now 
singing in a low, mellifluous tone, 
bling Gordon 
ing lyrics like 
“It’s only lies that I'm living/it’s 
only tears that I’m crying” 
(“Guess I’m Doing Fine”) are the 
norm here. Similarly, the playing 
is correctly muted — mostly 
acoustic guitar, pedal steel and 
string arrangements. There are no 
immediate hooks, just an insis- 
tently somber atmosphere that 
will either grab you or not. One 
thing, though: whether you like it 
or not, this record bleeds. Perhaps 
in the end all of that Son House 
and Howling Wolf just had to 
come out somehow, *** 1/2

“1 WAS READY TO KILL MY DAD 
and my uncle,” recounts author 
Wayne Arthurson about the spur- 
of-the-moment trip back to the 
family’s ancestral stomping 
grounds of Norway House, 
Manitoba that inspired his just- 
published-as-we-speak first novel, 
Final Season. 

“We were staying in my grand- 
mother’s old trailer; she was ina 
nursing home, so | was living in 
the trailer with these guys. It was 
all right at first, but after nine days 
of doing everything together I was 
saying ‘oh God, I’m never going 
back, I hate it.’ Initially I was quite 
negative about the whole trip. But 
then, when we were just sitting 
around, they started to tell these 
stories.” 

We all know that when the rela- 
tives get together and have a few 
beers the stories are funnier and 
more interesting than when every- 
one is on their best behaviour. 
Arthurson not only learned a few 


amusing anecdotes about town 
characters and family eccentrics, he 
began to see a way to work them 
into his developing tale of a day in 
the life of Albert Apetagon, an 
independent fisherman who plies 
his trade on the northern waters of 
Lake Winnipeg. Worn out from the 
constant strain, disillusioned by 

the lack of interest shown by the 
younger generation for the tradi- 
tional fishing lifestyle, Apetagon is

seriously considering retirement 
on the last day of the season 
Threaded throughout the narra- 
tive, which jumps back and forth 
through Apetagon’s life, are 
moments touching on issues obvi- 
ously important to Arthurson; 
love, redemption, the role of family 
and especially the importance of 
taking a stand, as Apetagon, con- 
stantly reminded of his rejection of 
Native culture by refusing to get 


his treaty card, does, 

“That is partly based on my dad, 
who just got his treaty card a few 
years ago when he was 55 or 56,” 
admits Arthurson. “There was a 
stigma attached to it, especially 
back when he was 14 working on 
the railroad; there was this kind of 
stigma: dumb Indian, drunk 
Indian, that kind of stuff. And you 
could almost hear it in his conver 
sation a little bit. That comes from 
where he grew up. But now he’s 
embraced it: ‘I have my treaty card, 
lama Native.’ And then for me, 
when | was growing up, there was 
that idea that ‘Indians are bums in 
the streets and a drain on society.”

TRAVEL STORIES CAN BE A DODGY 
proposition, quite often varying 
between the detached, amused air 
of Western superiority and the 
slavish worship of all things for- 
eign.

IT’S BEEN A LONG TIME SINCE THE 


film industry held much interest 
in Edmonton. The Klein govern- 
ment hadn’t been in power long 
when they decided that 
moviemakers were looking for a 
handout and not a hand up, and 
abandoned the province’s system 
of tax breaks and other incentives 
to attract film and television pro- 
duction. Ironically, other 
provinces modelled their produc- 
tion incentive Boer on those 
Alberta had just phased out, and 
continue to reap the economic 
benefits of hosting film and televi- 
sion productions. 

According to Dave Morgan, 
local filmmaker and production 
coordinator for the Edmonton- 
based Film and Video Arts Society 
of Alberta — FAVA, for short — 
the absence of industry activity 
has resulted in some benefits for 
our humble little backwater. “If 
we weren't isolated in a place that 
doesn’t have any industry — if we 
had an industry — we probably 
wouldn’t have as strong an inde- 
pendent film scene as we do.” 

The fact that Edmonton has a 
film scene at all, never mind a 
strong one, has everything to do 
with the facilities, resources, men- 
torship and advice available from 
FAVA. The society’s mandate is 
simple: “To facilitate and support 
the creation and exhibition of 
independent film and video.” And 
for 20 years, FAVA has been 
doing just that by making avail- 
able professional film and video 
production equipment at a frac- 
tion of industry rates, conducting 
training sessions and workshops 
for media artists and providing 
screening opportunities and pro- 
duction grants, all for a member- 
ship fee of $85 a year. FAVA’s 
longstanding offices in the Ortona 
Armoury also serve as a meeting 
es for the local film communi- 
ty, where people can connect, col- 
pres and benefit from one 
another's experience. Plus the’ 
throw a mean party. f 


“I suspect there’s no other place 
like this anywhere, just in terms of 
the access to community, access to 
gear and the way it has evolved,” 
Morgan says. 

He should know. During his 
decade-long tenure as production 
coordinator, Morgan has seen 
FAVA’‘s membership swell from 
67 as the ‘90s began to the current 
tally of 312. It isn’t always true of 
arts-related institutions, but the 
influx of eager neophytes has con- 
tributed to FAVA’s well-being. 

“We grow more and more pro- 
fessional, better and better work 
gets made here, the ability to 
work in higher and higher profes- 
sional standards is possible. And 
we kind of have an alumni now, 
people who have gone on to work 
in other places and do other 
things, some of them in film and 
video, some not. But most of them 
keep their connection to FAVA.” 

Nor does FAVA forget its con- 
nection to them. FAVA Vision 
20/20, a birthday party for the 
venerable co-op running Oct. 16 to 
20, celebrates the evolution and 
diversity of Edmonton's indepen- 
dent film scene by presenting 
archival works produced through 
FAVA along with 20 new films 
commissioned especially for this 
anniversary, to be screened at 
Metro Cinema. Festivities also 
include a couple of post-screening 
receptions at Donna in the 
Citadel, two panel discussions 
and a couple of FAVA’s legendary 
shakers at FAVA HQ 


A DIVERTING DIVERSION 

Like most of the people 
involved in putting together 
FAVA Vision 20/20, events coor- 
dinator Leslea Kroll is also a film 
and videomaker. If you'd asked 
her a couple of years ago whether 
she had any cinematic inclina- 
tions, the author and playwright 
probably would have given you a 
funny look. “I still consider myself 
a Luddite,” she says. 

But an interest in modes of sto- 
rytelling led her to attend FAVA’s 
2001 Video Noodle House, a 
beginner's course in videography. 

“The video class was lots of fun, 
super hands-on, everybody 








helped each other in their projects 
and it just went from there. And I 
have to say, I’m a bit surprised at 
the doors that have opened since 
I’ve been here and the things I’ve 
become involved in and become 
interested in pursuing, and it all 
started with that one class I 
thought would just be a pleasant 
diversion. Iv s really taken on a life 
of its own.” Since making her first 
video, Andy's Id, which will be 
screened during 20/20, Kroll has 
made a couple of Super 8 films 
and is currently working on a 
video under the auspices of a 
FAVA drama prize. 

FAVA executive director David 
Cheoros affirms that Kroll’s expe 
rience reflects how FAVA has 
evolved in response to the needs 
and interests of its membership. 

“Dave Morgan was telling me 
that about 10 years ago, with this

co-op, essentially it was largely a 
producing kind of organization, 
with a small group of people cre- 
ating extremely experimental 
work in one or two different 
styles, then a few other individual 
filmmakers doing their own thing 
and working on the periphery of 
the organization,” Cheoros says. 
“Now we're five or six times the 
size in terms of membership, and 
it’s much broader; it’s much more 
about providing opportunities for 
people like Leslea who come in 
with a real vision and an esthetic, 
but not necessarily the tools ge 
which to do it.” 

It was just such o} portunities 
that led Cheoros, who had been 
artistic director of the Fringe 
Festival, to take the executive 
director seat at FAVA. 

“| think there should be a much 





stronger crossover between live 
performance and independent 
film than currently exists, and 
there’s all sorts of organizations 
working to build those links. I 
wanted to be part of that. So 
things like the Monday Night 
Club that we're running [a drop- 
in forum for writers, directors and 
performers], things like the Super 
8 Challenge where it’s largely peo- 
ple from other artistic disciplines 
coming in and getting a chance to 
shoot film, which is normally way 
beyond the technical or financial 
means Of artists just starting 1n, 
were both terrific ways to help 
FAVA cross that divide.” 


A COMMUNITY OF 
COLLEAGUES 


Crossing that divide brought 
current FAVA president Mieko 
Ouchi into the co-op. The U of A- 
trained actor came to FAVA to 
perform in short films and videos 
and ended up hanging around, 
watching the products to which 
she had contributed come to 
fruition. It wasn’t long afterwards 
she decided to join FAVA herself. 

“T think I officially joined in 94, 

but I had definitely been hanging, 
out for a while before that. I think 
that’s how lots of people join — 
they come to parties or they come 
work on a project in another area, 
as an actor or composer or some- 
thing, then they start hanging out, 
then they join... | wasn’t one of 
those filmmakers who dreamed 
all their life of making films.” 

Since she joined FAVA, Ouchi's 
directorial efforts have included 
Shepherd's Pie and Sushi, Samurai 
Swing and By This Parting, an 
award-winning short based on her 
great aunt's experiences in a 
WWIL internment camp, which is 
part of the FAVA Vision retro- 
spective. Assembly, her latest film, 
was commissioned by FAVA 
especially for 20/20. 

“| think [FAVA]’s a really useful 
place on a number of levels. 
There’s excellent equipment that’s 

available to rent at a reasonable 

price, and that’s probably he 
most ieee B get involved in 
first But I think once you ve 





spent some time working on a 
film here, you discover this com- 
munity of colleagues, and that's 
more important than you ever 
imagine when you first start out. 
Film is such a collaborative art, 
and you're only as good as your 
collaborators.” Ouchi is currently 
working on a documentary about 
child musical prodigies, set to air 
on CBC's The Nature of Things in 
the not-too-distant future 

FAVA communications coordi- 
nator Lindsay McIntyre is blunt 
about FAVA’s role in her artistic 
genesis. “I don’t know if I would 
have ever made a fiim if it weren't 
for FAVA,” she says. Since joining 
in early 2000, McIntyre has made 
eight films; her most recent was 
commissioned for 20/20. 

“There are very few indepen- 
dent filmmakers working in 
Edmonton who don’t in some 
way involve FAVA in their pro- 
ject, and that goes for the people 
who start off, are just interested, 
have an idea and want to learn 
how to do it, to people who have 
been working in the industry for 
30 or 40 years,” Mcintyre says. 
“We have some pretty fancy peo- 
ple in our membership.” 

Lest this filmmaking thing 
sound like fun and games, Dave 
Morgan emphasizes the hard 
work and commitment required 
of filmmakers operating so far 
removed from the industry. “Like 
everyone, you have to pick and 
choose your sacrifices, pick and 
choose your compromises,” says 
Morgan, whose films Johnny's 
Dream Darkens and Black Angus, a 
collaboration with singer-song- 
writer Wendy McNeill, are part of 
FAVA Vision 20/20. “It's a hard 
road — anybody who continues 
on it and is reasonably successful 
and stays true to their values, I 
salute them.” He also rents them 
gear and books them time in the 
editing suite.

Avoiding the pitfalls 


Coming of age flick 
avoids dwelling on clichés

LEMON MERINGUE PIE, POT 
roast and burritos are part of the 
American psyche, just like the 
conquest of the West and 
Memorial Day. A reflection of 
these traditions is what Virginia’s 
Run puts on the table, but this 
coming-of-age story avoids some 
of the usual pitfalls. 

Virginia (Lindze Letherman) 
had a special bond with her moth- 
er because of their shared love of 
horses. And now that her mom 
has been dead for three years, 
killed in a riding accident, horses 
are still the most important thing 






























in her life. Her mourning father, 
Ford (Gabriel Byrne), refuses to let 
her ride, but rambunctious 
Virginia escapes at night to saddle 
up Stormy, the foal born from her 
mother’s mare. Tempestuous 
Stormy has been sold to the 
wretched, greedy and wealthy 
Raines family, who, unable to 
tame the colt (or their egos), even- 
tually unload the horse. Virginia’s 
soul is crushed, until she meets 
Jesse Eastwood (Joanna Whalley), 
dark alpha-woman and newcom- 
er, who happens to work at the 
Raines’ stables. She also happens 
to wake Ford’s passion, as he 
helps her wipe bugs off her wind- 
shield at the gas station. 

The plot is predictable, but the 
cinematography and scenario are 
built solidly enough to draw even 
the adult viewer hardened against 


such tales into this reflection on 
American values. A collection of 
subtle vignettes and references, 
taken from American pictorial his- 
tory and film — the interiors are 
lit like Cassatt paintings; the horse 
rides remind us of westerns; Jesse 
could be Sargeant’s Madame X — 
help weave an interesting social 
subtext into this apparently sim- 
ple story. 

It’s no coincidence director 
Peter Markle worked as a televi- 
sion director (ER, CSI): he speaks 
to and of middle-class America 
with timing, precision and sim- 
plicity, telling about everyday 
struggles and of the relationships 
that matter. And although the film 
touches nostalgia, it doesn’t dwell 
on it, which makes it a tour de 
force these days. Rather, it con- 
trasts the past with contemporary 
“horses,” our cars and bicycles, 
amongst an array of visual sym- 
bols that convey emotions and 
psyches, particularly of young 
women. 

There is an effort out there to 
offer something stimulating to this 
group — some kind of inspiration, 
some new role models — and it 
seems classics like Black Beauty 
and Little Women are interesting 
starting points, tales of girls mak- 
ing their place in the sun and 
defining themselves in society, 
even if they are dark-haired 
tomboys like Louisa May Alcott’s 
Joe, who don’t feel like showing 
their belly-buttons but who need 
to have their values echoed in 
some way. And if Letherman’s 
acting doesn’t have quite the right 
tone, the savoir-faire and nuance 
of the rest of the cast compensates. 

The good will win against the 
bad, but not in a lame way; ina 
sweet, tender and comforting 
reflection, like a good hearty meal 
of classic home cooking. 

So where was this all-American 
movie shot? In Nova Scotia, of 
course,

years. Part of that laughing is old- 
school badfilm laffs, yeah, but it’s 
in the purest, most innocent and 
kind-hearted way possible. Mean- 
spirited, braying mockery of a 
purposely selected crap movie is 
so last year, man; I laughed at The 
Transporter because I was filled 
with the joy that only an expertly 
executed, relentless dumb piece of 
trash cinema can instil.

Jason Statham, previously noted 
for his work in Guy Ritchie’s 
funny-accent flicks, makes his big 
move on action-movie stardom 
here under the direction of Hong 
Kong master Corey Yuen. Statham 
is Frank, a really English-sound- 
ing guy who’s supposed to be 
American (I think), an ex-Special 
Forces ballbreaker who currently 
pays the rent on his gorgeous 
South-of-France villa by working 
as an underworld “transporter,” 
carting cargo and crew around 
Europe with razor-sharp precision 
and three simple rules: no names, 
never change the plan, never open 
the package. 

Well, duh, the rules get broken 
and a the story of an unkillable 
super-dude, an army of armed 
thugs, and a hot chick unfolds. 
Who cares about the plot, really? 
Even Luc Besson (La Femme Nikita, 
The Professional) doesn’t care 
much, and he co-wrote the thing. 
No way, action fans; The 
Transporter is about three things: 
fighting, driving and comedy. 

FIGHTING: There's lots of it, of 
course, ‘cause that’s what Yuen’s 
here for. The really super-cool 
thing is the type of fighting going. 
on. Statham’s a beefy dude built 
like a back-alley alley streetfighter 
(though probably leaner in the abs 


than the average pub brawler) and

That’s OK, 
though, because the movie opens 
up with an unbelievable chase 
sequence — Frank’s playing taxi 
driver for a bunch of really shitty 
desperadoes — that provides 
enough wheely action to cover the 
needs of six movies.

Mr. Grey is a taciturn taskmas- 
ter for ‘poor Lee. “This needs more 
sugar,” he says to her, pointing at 
his coffee cup. Then he tosses the 
donuts she buys for him into the 
garbage. “Oh,” is all she can say. 
He is as critical of her as he is 
meticulous with his orchid collec- 
tion, pruning them down until 
they conform to his approved 
growth pattern. And, as with most 
men who have an excessive love 
for the esoteric, he is a pervert. 

Grey discovers Lee trying to cut 
herself at the office and immedi- 
ately commands her to stop, 
which to her shock and surprise 
she does.

Put it all together, and it’s safe 
to say that The Rules of Attraction 
ain’t gonna be about the redemp- 
tive power of love. 

No, Nihilism U might be a better 
title, a coke-snorting, sex-sullying, 
dignity-stripping semester of 
modern college life, all darkened 
up and post-moderned right to 
your door. 

The opening sequence intro- 
duces us to our three anti-heroes 
in the throes of a drunken, dazed 
party. James Van Der Beek of 


Dawson's Creek is Sean, a self- 
described “emotional vampire”; 
Shannyn Sossamon from A 
Knight's Tale is Lauren, a slender, 
virginal university chick; and a 
guy named Ian Somerhalder is 
Paul, a swimmer-type with a big 
boner for Sean. 

It’s a little love triangle, where 
Paul likes Sean and Sean likes 
Lauren, and it could almost be 
sweet if it wasn’t for the endless 
scenes of dazed sexual encounters, 
emotional coldness and nosefull 
after bloody joyless nosefull of 
coke. 

Yep, university students do a lot 
of coke in The Rules of Attraction, 
and it shows, bagging their eyes, 
draining their skin. They also fuck 
a lot, the kind of sex that makes 
you feel cheap and worthless 
after. Maybe there’s a tentative 
grope for a connection here or 
there, but nasty or clueless ass- 
holery stamps it flat every time. 
Whether it’s Lauren flipping 
through medical textbooks of 
worst-case STDs or Eric Stoltz as a 
wankery young prof looking for 
hummers, the film is full of grim 
details that sell, sell, sell the idea 
that life is a fucking joke.

It’s tough to know what to say 
about the movie; it comes off as 
kind of a blur of bad behavior. 
There’s endless partying and 
drinking and fucking, but it’s 
dour, ugly. 

Nihilism and propulsive drink- 
ing can only go so far, though, 
and without nihilism’s close part- 
ner violence, the movie starts to 
drag as it pulls into the last quar- 
ter. It’s still harsh and real, with 
lines like “Nobody knows any- 
body else, ever,” and “I only did it 
with her because I’m in love with 
you,” but the humorlessness takes 
its toll. Without the droll wit of, 
say, the movie version of American 
Psycho, The Rules of Attraction is 
likely to leave the audience a little 
sick and dazed, like they're crawl- 
ing out from under a three-day 
meth bender.

OKAY, WELL, YES ... AN ARGUABLY 
great ensemble cast: Sophia Loren, 
Mira Sorvino, Pete Postlethwaite, 
Gerard Depardieu, Malcolm 
McDowell. So far, so good. An 
arguably impressive pedigree; 
writer-director Edoardo Ponti is 
the son of Loren and famed Italian 
producer Carlo Ponti. OK. So 
why, then, did Between Strangers 
have to inarguably bore me off my 
ass? 

Easy answer: Edoardo Ponti 
isn’t a terribly good writer and 
director. Or, let’s be generous and 
say Ponti isn’t a terribly good 
writer and director yet; his heart's 
in the right place = just off the 
centreline, snuggled up against 
the left lung — but an uninspired, 
uninsightful cliché snooze-opera 
like Between Strangers doesn't 
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exactly speak of a wild talent 
about to rock the world. 

Between Strangers features the 
stories of three women, themati- 
cally linked by assorted abandon- 
ment issues and asshole men. But 
rather than really interconnecting 
and forming a whole movie, the 
three threads only superficially 
cross paths. The result is three 
half-baked short films intercut: 
Mira Sorvino as a fragile war pho- 
tographer (huh?) with obvious 
post-traumatic stress disorder, 
who has to deal with her over- 
bearing dad (Klaus Maria 
Brandauer); Deborah Unger as a 
constantly weeping nutcase cellist 
who’s abandoned her family so 
she can gun down her father 
(Malcolm McDowell) when he 
gets out of jail 22 years after 
killing her mom; and Sophia 
Loren as an emotionally repressed 
woman married to a bitter, abu- 
sive cripple (Pete Postlethwaite). 

With the exception of Sorvino, 
who is either out of her league or 
terribly underdirected (probably 
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both), the performances are gener- 
ally excellent. Loren and 
Postlethwaite, in particular, pro- 
vide 80 per cent of the film’s emo- 
tion and energy, with McDowell's 
haggard, haunted, doomed ex-con 
kicking in most of the balance — 
is it just me, or do this. guy’s per- 
formances improve in inverse pro- 
portion to the number of lines he’s 
given? 

But whatever energy the cast 
generates is energy in the service 
of nothing; you're sitting there, 
watching Ponti’s international 
troupe of marionettes dramatizing 
his unoriginal non-insights, listen- 
ing to the “haunting” o000-weeee- 
ooo-ee-yuuuu soundtrack, looking 
at the pretty pictures (Between 
Strangers is quite well shot) and 
literally begging under your 
breath for something, anything, to 
please happen. 

Eventually, something does 
happen: the movie ends. Friends, 
let me tell you; it’s almost worth 
sitting through Between Strangers 
for the amazing ending alone. 
After doodling through his little 
stories for over an hour, Ponti ties 
it all together with a scene so jaw- 
droppingly terrible, so completely 
laughable, it has to be seen to 
believed. 

Who signs off on this shit? Who 
pats Edoardo on the head and 
says “Good job; let’s hit the festi- 
val circuit”? His mom?

opening of Francois Ozon’s 8 
Women, festival director Alan 
Franey delivered this message 
from M. Ozon in Paris: 

“After seeing this film, some 
women become lesbians and some 
men become gay. For the couples 
in the audience, good luck.” 

I can see his point, since this film 
— aside from being a beautifully 
delivered musical melodrama — is 
a spiteful condemnation of bour- 
geois relationships between men 
and women, and especially of 
women generally. 

What makes this film much more 
than one man’s misogyny is the jar- 
ting juxtaposition of what the 
movie says thematically and the 
genre of the poppy, happy musical 
that frames it. The world of 8 
Women is a time-warped ‘60s fanta- 
sy of upper-middle-class provincial 
ase life, which Ozon twists into 

Tverse caricature. The colours 


Technicolor film stocks, and the 
sets and costumes take ample 
advantage of this. 

The titular eight women are the 
family of a wealthy industrialist 
(Dominique Lamure). Suzon 
(Virginie Ledoyen), the eldest 
daughter, has come home from 
holidays to her aging beauty of a 
mother, Gaby (Catherine Deneuve, 
appearing like her Belle de Jour 
character 40 years later). Gaby has 
opened up her home to her moth- 
er, Mamy (Danielle Darrieux), and 
her spinster sister Augustine 
(Isabelle Huppert). Suzon is greet- 
ed by her nanny, Madame Chanel 
(Firmine Sagnier), and her frustrat- 
ed little sister Catherine (Firmine 
Richard). Lurking around is the 
new maid, Louise (Emanuelle 
Beart and the skeleton in the closet, 
Marcel’s sister Pierrette (Fanny 
Ardant). 

It's asnowy day, and the women 
all look forward to a nice 
Christmas together. When Marcel 
is found ieanieeed in his office, the 
women suspiciously begin to 
cross-examine each other trying to 
solve the crime. Secrets are extract- 
ed from each one, ou Cene, 
larger and larger until a hysterical- 
ly melodramatic climax. Ozon_ 
f a 


doesn’t trust the apparent virtue of 
any one of the characters, but the 
way that he inserts nonsensical 
revelations and miracles in the way 
that he does, it’s clear that he’s not 
unaware of the conventions and 
stereotypes that he uses to paint 
such an ugly portrait of woman- 
hood. 

Or one would hope. Each musi- 
cal number elicits giggles, and the 
over-the-top sexualization of the 
characters can’t be taken seriously, 
especially when it degenerates into 
a voyeuristic gratuitous lesbian cat- 
fight fantasy between Fanny 
Ardant and Catherine Deneuve. 
Throughout the entire length of the 
film, it’s unclear if it’s just one big 
joke about the psychotically self- 
centred bourgeoisie or a serious 
statement about the true nature of 
deceitful, greedy, oversexed, hen- 
pecking Woman. 

It’s kind of like a Russ Meyer 
movie that way. Of course, by 
employing such French luminaries 
as Deneuve, Ardant and Huppert, 
Ozon has made this film iconic and 
that in itself is an admirable stunt. 
Watching it, it’s got all the fun of a 
murder mystery musical, but the 
undercurrent of aggression never 
lets it slip into the realm of a wispy 
bagatelle. While observers may 
comment that 8 Women is a depar- 
ture from Ozon’s bad boy films 
like Under the Sand and Water 
on Burning Rocks, it’s actually total- 
ly consistent and only less chal- 
lenging because of the accessibility 
of its genre. It’s weird, that’s for 
sure. Weird like a fevered dream.

HANNIBAL LECTER (SIR ANTH- 
ony Hopkins), patron of the arts, 
is hosting a post-concert soiree for 
the symphony’s board of direc- 
tors. Isn't it curious how the sec- 
ond flute has disappeared without 
a trace? Just as well though, really: 
he was a ghastly musician, and by 
the way, Dr. Lecter, what is this 
rare red meat you've set before us 
this evening — it’s simply 
scrumptious. 

Everyone’s favourite epicurean 
psychopath is back in top form 
and one can’t help but wonder: if 
he’s so efficaciously intolerant of 
mediocre musicians, what he 
would make of Brett Ratner, direc- 
tor of Red Dragon. 

The latest installment of the 
Hannibal Lecter saga — Hopkins’ 
third appearance as the cultivated 
cannibal and the second film 
adaptation of Thomas Harris's 
novel — is neither as bone-chilling 
as 1991's The Silence of the Lambs 
nor as wretchedly misanthropic as 
its 2001 sequel, Hannibal. As 
adjudged by its anti-hero’s 
gourmet palate, Red Dragon is the 
slightly burned grilled cheese 
sandwich of the franchise, appe- 
tizing in its familiarity but indif- 
ferently executed, enlivened by 
the slightest pickle spear of sus- 
pense. 

Red Dragon is actually a prequel 
to Silence of the Lambs, beginning 
before the nefarious Lecter had 
been imprisoned behind his trade- 
mark pane of Plexiglas for killing 
and eating his social inferiors. It 
was FBI agent Will Graham

(Edward Norton) who puts him 
there, but not before Lecter nearly 
disembowels him. After the 
ordeal, Graham retires to the 
Florida everglades but is pressed 
back into action by bureau vet 
Crawford (Harvey Keitel) to help 
solve the Tooth Fairy killings — 
the identical grisly murders of 
two entire families in their homes 
in two different cities a month 
apart. It seems Graham has a 
unique ability to intuit the emo- 
tions and motives of serial killers. 
But Graham can’t do it alone — he 
needs the twisted insight of his 
old foe Lecter. 

Which is all very exciting, right? 
Grisly murders, violated domestic 
space, the latest methods of foren- 
sic detection, a battle of wits with 
a sadistic genius who may hold 
the key to stopping the killer 
before he strikes again. The right 
director could really make some- 
thing out of that. 

The director at hand is best 
known for his work with shrill 
loudmouth comic Chris Tucker in 
such classics as Money Talks and 
Rush Hours 1, 2 and coming soon 
to a theatre near you, 3. That 
someone thought he could easily 
make the move from formula mis- 
matched-partner flicks to a dark 
psychological thriller is unfath- 
omable. 

His inattention to nuance, lack 
of visual imagination and occa- 
sional reliance on cliché might be 
a positive boon when working 
with Jackie Chan, but it complete- 
ly undermines whatever Red 
Dragon might have had going for 
it. The couple of cheap shocks 
Ratner sticks in only underline 
how little tension is generated in 
the rest of the film.

ARTISTIC DIRECTOR JOHN HUDSON 
has loads of reasons for picking 
Tom Donaghy’s The Beginning of 
August as the beginning of the 
Shadow Theatre season. 

“It’s the first play up, but it was 
the last play I found for the sea- 
son,” says the ever-thoughtful 
Hudson, who amassed quite the 
stockpile of plays looking for the 
perfect opener. 

“J really wanted a sharp come- 
dy that would help balance The 
Glace Bay Miners’ Museum later in 
the season. Donaghy’s play was 
perfect,” says Hudson, who’s also 
directing this Canadian premiere. 

“It had lots of weight to it as 


well as the laughter. It’s really a 
complex farce that, like all great 
plays, is not just true to the 
moment. It knows how to use 
humour to break the dramatic ten 
sion,” he notes, adding that the 
play recently earned this talented 
American playwright his first off- 
Broadway hit. “I love discovering 
pieces like this.” 

Not to mention that the play's 
basic premise — Jackie (Garett 
Ross), a young workaholic hus- 
band, finds himself the sole care- 
taker of his three-month-old- 
daughter after his wife Pam (April 
Banigan) takes a powder — had a 
deep personal significance for the 
director. 

“Having just had-a brand-new 
daughter just last year, I really 
related to the pressures Jackie 
feels about raising a baby. You're 
making a lifelong commitment. 
The play really got me thinking 
about family and its definition, 
how much disconnectedness we 
have in our society at the moment, 
and the real need for a whole 
community around you when you 
raise a child,” Hudson says. “I 


really can’t imagine how single 
parents do it.’ 

In The Beginning of August, one 
of Jackie's coping, strategies is to 
turn to his rather distant step: 
mother, Joyce (Maralyn Ryan), for 


help 

The catch is that Joyce isn’t 
exactly the maternal type, says 
Ryan. “She’s never had children 


of her own and didn’t really want 
the responsibility of Jackie when 
she married his father. Because of 
that he got shuffled off to the 
side,” says the talented actress 
who certainly isn’t playing the 
role from personal experience 

Ryan not only has two daugh- 
ters (Kate and Bridget, both 
actresses as well-known to 
Edmonton audiences as their 
mom), she’s also a proud grand- 
ma happily bonding with the next 
generation. 

“The beautiful thing about this 
play is both its simplicity and its 
complexity,” she says. “It’s asking 
those questions about what it 
takes to raise a child, but doing so 
with great wit.”

This play has one cut, a short 
intermission at about the one-hour 
mark. Staged effectively by the 
Walterdale Theatre, it’s a thrill-kill 
story set in the apartment of the 
two murderers, Brandon (Matt 
Stanton) and Granillo (John 
Evans) as they pull the most ball- 
sy stunt of throwing a party in the 


presence of the deceased. Mark 
Stubbings, as the late Ronald 
Kentley, enjoys the proceedings 
while locked in a chest. 

Whether the two can get away 
with this highly premeditated aes- 
theticized killing is tested by the 
vanity and nerves of the perpetra- 
tors. It turns out to be a test of 
character for the attendees of the 
party, each selected for the degree 
of irony they bring to the event. 
Two are invited for their inno- 
cence, the father of the victim for 
the pathos, and so on: it’s all very 
piquant, as they would say. 

While the film version simulates 
80 minutes of continuously rolling 
film, this production is staged 
with a cinematic eye. Opening 
with a series of jumpy tableaux 
“stills” of the criminal act, one can 
easily imagine this to be a modern

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smartass-crime-gone-horribly- 
wrong movie a la Guy Ritchie. 
The lack of affected English 
accents and a 21st century tele- 
phone ring are minor directorial 
decisions that probably spare us 
from complications that would 
mar the performances: they keep 
the play fresher, less cartoony. 
Performance quality varies from 
the merely adequate to scene- 
stealing, like Hillary Brown's 
charming yet nearly silent por- 
trayal of drunken old Mrs. Deben- 
ham. Keri Ekberg is also a stand- 
out as curious and irritating Leila: 
Ekberg is quite assured in her 
obnoxious flirtation / inquisition. 
The play pulls itself off as a 
clever parlour drama, much fun- 
nier than I remember the movie. It 
benefits from snappy dialogue the 
cast obviously enjoys, which 
makes up for their relative inexpe- 
rience. It’s essentially a party 
show, with the audience grinning 
with a delicious sense of schaden- 
freude the whole while through.

THE TOUGHEST PART ABOUT RE- 


viewing kids’ plays is always get- 
ting someone to come along. The 
mere mention of a trip into fairy- 
land makes most people cringe 
and make excuses. I usually end 
up taking a seat at the back, trying 
to look as uncreepy as possible as 
the only single person in a room 
full of moms and tots. 

In this case, I can honestly say 
that all those who declined invita- 
tions missed out on an amazing 
theatre experience. Fringe Theatre 
for Young People’s first produc 
tion of the season is probably one 
of the best, most surreal works of 
imagination I’ve seen in ages. 
Many think children’s theatre 
moralistic goofiness punctuated 
by uninspired musical numbers 
and cloying dialogue. Not here. 
Written and performed by 
Calgary's Old Trout Puppet 
Workshop, this play is more remi- 
niscent of the twisted works of 
Terry Gilliam and Tirn Burton 
than anything Disney could cook 
up ina million boardrooms. It’s a 
fairy tale, sure, but one in the 
bizarre tradition of the Brothers 
Grimm and the opium dreams of 
Lewis Carroll. Rather than pan- 
dering, it takes advantage of the 
young audience’s unhindered 
willingness to suspend their dis- 
belief. Not appropriate for chil- 
dren, you're thinking? Well what 
is these days, if not a play that 
brings to life the fantastic journeys 
most kids make in their heads 
anyway? 

Young Abigail’s love of her own 
baby teeth sends her on a journey 
across the ocean to save the world

from the evil work of the Tooth 
Fairy. Her adventures bring her 
into the company of pirates, a 
toothless castaway and even death 
itself, portrayed as a tree with 
apples in its branches ripe for alle- 
gorical plucking. 

One piece fills the stage — a 
wooden structure that initially 
looks like nothing more than an 
artifact from an old-fashioned 
playground. But with the help of 
some incredibly clever moving 
parts and the eager imagination of 
the audience, it changes seamless- 
ly from forest to pirate ship to sea 
monster. The characters are 
brought to life with similar inge- 
nuity. Some are complex puppets 
with stunning, eerie detail; bers 
little more than dolls twitched 
back and forth to comic or musical 
cues, but all manage to take on 
personalities that overshadow the 
figures that pull their strings. 

None of the poetic dialogue or 
philosophical pondering seems to 
fly over the heads of the children 
in the audience. Those who were 
too young to follow the mythical 
allusions simply enjoyed the 
whimsical visuals and infectious 
music. Children laughed along 
with parents and, at the right 
moments, even managed com- 
pee silence — which illustrates 

ow completely involved they 
were in the movement of the plot.

FOR THE LONGEST TIME, JUST THE 
name Le Charles Mansion was 
enough to discourage me from 
entering this Whyte Ave. eatery. 
Maybe the folks who named it 
didn’t notice how similar it was to 
moniker of the 20th century’s most 
famous Beatles fan, but | sure did, 
and I gave the place wide berth 
even when | lived on the same 
block. 

Friends with more sense eventu- 
ally cajoled me into trying the 
place out and it turned out to be a 
tasty and inexpensive source of 
Vietnamese food. Subsequently, I 
enjoyed quite a few meals there 
while taking in the splendour of 
the thrift store brick-a-brack that 
lined the walls and the drop-ceil- 
ing whose tiles seemed to have 
been transformed by a Grade 5 art 
class into a rainbow of amateur 
illustration. The last time I ate 
there, the hostess had to place a 
space heater adjacent to our table 
because the room was cold enough 
to condense one’s breath into 
wispy clouds. It was for this and 
probably many other reasons that 
every time I visited, the owner 
swore she was getting out of the 
restaurant business at her soonest 
possible convenience. 

Then it finally happened. One 
day, the swooping yellow calligra- 
phy on the window announcing 
the name of the place was replaced 
by jovial red and white lettering, 
and the sandwich board out front 
announced that Le Charles 
Mansion was now purveyor of 
fine Taiwanese cuisine. Why the 
new management didn’t take 
advantage of the opportunity to 
change the name to something less 
evocative of multiple stab wounds 
is a question for another time.

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Le Nouveau Charles Mansion 
has pared back on ornamentation, 
eliminating the painted ceiling 
tiles and clearing away most — 
but not all, thank god — of the 
tacky gewgaws accumulated by 
the previous owners, like the 
priceless faux-fountain that greets 
you on the way in and the porce- 
lain mime-mask in a wooden 
frame that hung over our table. 
The wood paneling and second- 
hand flatware remain intact; my 
drinking glass had THE BRICK 
spelled out on it in brown block 
letters. 

The menu features 35 or so 
items, ranging from “Appertizers” 
like spring rolls and deep fried 
tofu, through omelets, soups, rice 
dishes and noodles. Though all 
these offerings are new, the price 
range remains intact from the pre- 
vious regime, with prices starting 
at $3.99 and topping out under $7. 
A number of dishes are offered 
with a vegetarian option. 

As I was recovering from an 
omelet debacle in Calgary the day 
before, we decided to skip the 
house specialty, opting instead for 
cuttlefish soup ($4.99), curried 
chicken with rice ($6.49) and 
“sesame cold noodles” ($5.25). We 
decided this would provide 
enough food that we could safely 
forego “Desert.” 

The sesame noodles arrived first 
and gave us reservations about the 
charms of Taiwanese cuisine. A 
heap of noodles were tossed with 
oil, topped with julienne carrots, 
cucumber and baloney and served 
with a mildly spicy sesame sauce. 
The sauce was tasty, but the veg- 
etable portion was a touch meager 
and the baloney was just plain 
weird. 

Far more impressive was the 
cuttlefish soup, full of chewy 
squid, big chunks of Chinese 
mushroom, carrots and bamboo 
shoots, with a healthy dose of gar- 
lic for seasoning. It took a bit of 
chili sauce to liven it up, but we 
had no problems finishing our 
portion. 

Best of all was the curried chick- 
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Taiwan rather than Vietnam 


THE DECOR IS MOSTLY THE SAME but the cuisine now originates from 





en, served swimming in a coconut 
milk-based sauce and sided with 
rice, a few stalks of steamed bok 
choy and a fried egg. The curry, 
complete with melt-in-your-mouth 
cubes of potato and carrot, was 
well-spiced but not overpowering, 
and though you had to extract a 
few chunks of bone from the meat, 
the chicken was tender and tooth- 
some. My co-diner and I divvied 
up the egg and mixed it in with 
the curry, which added a little tex- 
tural variety. The bok choy didn’t 
even seem to belong on the same 


plate, but we ate it all the same, it’s 
natural slight bitterness balanced 
with a slighty sweet, very salty 
soya-based sauce. 

Two out of three ain’t bad, as 
classic rock radio reminds us, and 
since our bill came in under $20, 
this initial voyage into the hitherto 
unknown world of Taiwanese gas- 
tronomy was painless indeed. It 
hasn’t yet conquered my nostalgia 
for Le Vieux Charles Mansion but, 
at those prices, I'd be willing to 
give it another shot.

Queen: | think one of the positive 
things about all of this is that we're 
studying sex more thoroughly and trying 
to understand the physiological and 
endocrinological groundings of sexual 
functioning.

Erotic visit from the Queen 
Veteran sex activist surveys landscape 


When Carol Queen’s father died, her 
mother revealed a secret. She had been 
sexually abused by a male relative when 
she was younger and, throughout her 
marriage, never even told her husband 
about it. 

Queen was shocked by this and made 
it her life mission to educate people 
about healthy sexual communication. 
Armed with a doctorate from the 
Institute for Advanced Study of Sexuality 
in San Francisco in 1987, the sex activist 
has also written several books, including 
her novel, The Leather Daddy and the 
Femme, a sexy self-help book called 
Exhibition for the Shy, and a collection 
entitled Real Live Nude Girl: Chronicles 
of Sex-Positive Culture. 

Queen gave me her take on sexuality 
issues before a recent trip to conduct 
workshops with partner Robert 
Lawrence Morgen at the Toronto sex 
shop Come As You Are 
(comeasyouare.com). 


MMB: What do you think stands in the 
way of good sex for most people? 


Queen: Not being fully aware of their 
body's sexual response cycle. Also, hav- 
ing really circumscribed ideas about 
what sex is. You'll recall, the United 
States recently had a president who said 
he “didn't have sexual relations with that 
woman,” when clearly he had — he just 
hadn't had intercourse with her. And, 

__ finally, | think many of us stil! lack the 
ability to assert and communicate who 
we are Sexually and to have that respect- 
ed. 


MMB: Many women still find it hard to 
ask for what they want. Do you have

advice for women about losing those 
inhibitions so they can get the sex they 
desire? 

Queen: The most important thing is to 
know thyself, to take your sexuality seri- 
ously, and to know it is your own, that it

loved one. You've got to source your 
own sense of desire from within your 
own body before you can share it with 
others. If women aren't masturbating, 
they don’t know what kind of touch they 
respond to, or how long it takes them to 
come under optimal conditions, and this 
also puts them at a disadvantage during 


sex with a partner. 


MMB: How can the men become more 
empowered and get away from a strictly 
intercourse-/penis-focused sexual 
approach? 


Queen: When | think of how many 
men tend to eroticize such a small por- 
tion of their bodies, it makes me sad. | 
would really encourage any man — 
whether he thinks he might be anally 
erotic, tantrically orgasmic — to get 
adventurous. Men are victims of sexism 
too, in that sexism is, in part, an insis- 
tence on people living by the rules of 
gender. That's why men think that sexu- 
ality is in their penis, and it’s oppressive, 


MMB: How important are labels like 


gay, lesbian, straight, or transgendered 
at this point in our sexual evolution? 


Queen: Having an identity label that 
describes our sexuality helps us figure 
out whom our partners might be and 
where to find them, especially if your ori- 
entation is less than mainstream. But, for 
many people, that means they don’t con- 
sider possibilities beyond the edge of the 
identity, because they think, “If | stray 
beyond this line, my people will no 
longer love and accept me.” [At the same 
time] plenty of people today don't find 
any of the labels that we are traditionally 
given to be useful or descriptive of them; 
they feel that their sexuality exceeds the 
boundaries of the label. Calling yourself 
bisexual is a great example, because, 
while it would appear to.leave you open 


to all of civilization, it also assumes that 
there are only two genders and many of 
us no longer believe that 


MMB: You have worked as an escort 
Can we have a healthy relationship with 
sex trade work? 


Queen: It’s clear that not everyone 
involved in the sex trade, on either side 
of the exchange, has a healthy relation- 
ship with it. Part of the problem for both 
clients and sex trade workers is that the 
culture doesn’t respect what they're 
doing. It labels and demonizes it. If we 
dealt with the biases and the illegalities, 
we could make it a more positive experi- 
ence — because [the sex trade] is not 
going
